Calls It a Policeman's Club. 

„The instrument of my intended murder 
was a policeman’s club,”’ said Mr. Chapin to- 
day. I have never admitted this fact be- 
fore. I hoped the reward offered by the 
Champaign County Printing company would 
induce the man hired to turn State’s eviden 
It was a policeman’s club that was used against 


me. lam positive of this, for I had it in my 


hands. I believe the assassin was the hired 
emissary of some persons who desired my 


Silence. In the absence of absolute and con- 


vincing proof I accuse no one, and regarding 
Clancy and the city administration, one thing 
is certain, they refused to pursue the assailant 
or aid in his capture until compelled to 
by the mass-meeting of indignant 
citizens. Chief Clancy was tried for stealing 
shortly before his appointment, and one of his 
right-hand men served time in the Michigan 
penitentiary for burglary. Criminals abound 
on the force, and I have the documents and 
records in every case. I have not assailed the 
city authorities, but I have published from 
time to time facts that could not be denied by 
them. The administration has said time and 
again that the only way to silence the News 
was to kill the editor, and this, the plan they 
advocated; some one attempted to carry out 
on the night of Aug. 2. There is no chance 
of the man being apprehended by the city au- 
thorities, for if they wanted to I believe they 
could lay their hands on him before night-

> Clancy Held Up to Ridicule. 
Saturday, July 22, Chapin published a 
scathing editorialon Clancy to go with a 
long local article. The article reproduced all 
the documents in the case, and held Clancy, 


it is said, not only up to public ridicule but 


to public indignation. Clanty, it is said, 
threatened at the time to put Chapin ‘‘ where 
the dogs would not bite him.” Clancy admits 
that he did not care personally whether Chapin 
was assaulted or not, but denied that his per- 
sonal feelings were greater than his official 
sense of duty. 

“Tf Chapin will show me any suspected 
person against whom there is the slightest 
proof we will have the suspect behind the 
bars, no matter who he is. The assault was 
cowardly; Whether it was unprovoked or not 
I can’t say.“ 

Mayor Harris admitted the attempted as- 
sassination was undoubtedly the work of po- 
litical parties, butsaid his administration had 
nothing todo with it. He said hard things 
Harris upheld his chief. 

„Clancy was arrested for stealing, but was 
acquitted. You see the trouble was he was in 
bad compauy.“ said Mayor Harris. As a 
boy Clancy was to be pitied. He got to run- 
ning the streets and going with tough charac- 
ters, but thére was no one to take an interest 
in him and keep him from temptation. After 
he was acquitted he left the town and was a 
brakeman on the Illinois Central railway, and 
he brought good letters from the road when 
he was forced to leave them.” 

„% Why did he leave them? 

„Well, he got in some trouble with a man 
about a 1,000-mile ticket, but I understand 
he was right in the matter, although there was 
some trouble which the officials acted on? 

The Mayor said the political feud was aug- 
mented by Chapin’s arraignment of the ad- 
ministration, which he contended was the 
cause of all the trouble. 

The Harris family own a controlling inter- 
estin the Champaign Gazette, which is the 
opposition paper to the News, Both papers 
are Republican in politics, but the Gazette, 
the mugwump organ, since it bolted Can- 
non has not had any especial patronage. 

On every street corner are posted bills an- 
nouncing that $700 awaits the person who 
discloses the identity of Chapin’s assailant. 
But he went as he came, in the darkness, and 
that is where his identity rests. In the mean- 
time Chapin is able to sit up and dictate his 
views on local government, while like a house 
divided against itself the City of Champaign 
is parted in twain over the issue and the ele- 
ment of lawlessness is making the most of its 
opportunities.

CONRAD BOYS SAID TO BE HOME AGAIN. 


It Is Reported They Have Returned from 
Kentucky- More Trouble Expected. 
Lacon, Ind., Aug. 8.—[Special.]—It was 
reported late last night the Conrad boys had 
crossed the river from K y and come 
back to their log cabin. story spread 
from mouth to mouth thro the hills and it 
was hard this morning to anybody who 
would go near the cabin, 
who are sus of bei members of the 
„night riders,” refused to visit even the brow 
of the great ravine. Every one was ready with 


a warning against going anywhere near the 


Conrad cabin, and it was not until noon that 
a willing guide was found. He was old Carl 
Free, a farmer who lives on “ Rabbit Hash 
Ridge,” half a mile above the deep 
ravine where the bloody cabin stands. It 
took half an hour

once before. The doors of the cabin still lay 
on the floor with the heavy fence rails which 
had knocked them from their hinges upon 
them. On the tumble-down little porch lay 


the bloody pillows on which the heads of the 


dying night riders” had been rested. The 
corn patch where the Conrad brothers 
hid Sunday night was blood stained, 
showing how desperate had been the 
efforts of the wounded men to 
get to a place of safety. The rooms were all 
in confusion. Out in the rickety barn a bay 
mare and an old cow were standing. Neither 
had anything to eat or drink and they grew 
terribly excited at the sight of men. There 
was no sign of the Conrad boys about the 
place. Two hours later, whena second visit 
was paid to the cabin, the horse was content- 
edly munching oats and a big pail of bran 
mash stood in the cow’s manger. No other sign 
of life was found, but the fact the stock had 
been fed and watered was taken as conclusive 
proof that Bill and Sam Conrad are in 
hiding somewhere in the deep weeds and hol- 
low gulleys which climb up on either side of 
their hut for 300 feet. Now that all the dead 
„night riders have been buried their friends 
are beginning to talk grimly about putting 
the Conrads out of the way. It is probable 
that in the early hours of tomorrow morning 
an attempt will be made to round them up. 
It is not expected that they will be 
captured without bloodshed. As one 
old farmer said this morning: “If the 
Conrad boys are killed the ‘night riders’ 
will have to bushwack them.” Justice Hala- 
baugh left his little office in Laconia this 
morning and drove over to Corydon, the coun- 
ty seat, to swear out a warrant for the Con- 
rads for the charge of threatening to kill him. 
If Sheriff McElfiash attempts to serve it 
trouble is sure to follow.

ARMED MEN AROUND THE COURT-HOUSE. 
County Seat War Becomes More Bitter 
and Bloodshed Is Imminent, 

Wueerina, W. Va., Aug. 8.—([Special.]— 
Latest reports from the county seat war in 
Tucker County are to the effect that a battle 
is expected at Parsons tonight between the 
rival factions. Since. the forcible re 
moval of the county records from St. 
George by a Parsons mob last week 
the feeling -has grown more bitter. This 
morning word was received at Parsons that 
an nal body of St. George citizens were 
en route;to Parsons to recapture the records. 
By ordet of Judge Hoke of the Circuit Court 
a strong guard, consisting of fifty men armed 
with Winchesters, has been placed around the 
court-house. If the St. George mob arrives 
a bloody fight will certainly ensue. There is 
no telegraphic communication with the scene 
of the disturbance. Tucker County lies south 
of the line of the Baltimore and Ohio road, 
100 miles east of this city, ang is in a mount- 
ainous region.

Forecast Impossible Until Silver Men Hold 
: Their Conference. 

Wasurnetos, D. C., Aug. 8.—[Special.]— 
The probabilities inthe House cannot be 
forecasted with cert&inty until the silver men 
have held a conferénee, which has been set 
for tomorrow morning. There still seems to 
be a majority of the House for immediate re- 
peal of the purchase clause, but a good many 
propositions will have to be voted down be- 
fore that pointis reached. The immediate 
question is whether any time will be gained 
by pressing a bill under general parliamentary 
law rather than by waiting for the rules to be 
adopted and the usual canvass to be taken.

are drawn. Only a side door is used for en- 
trance. Several depositors stood out in front 
of the bank in quiet counsel. Finally one of 
them went in and, accosting Cashier Retford, 
said: * Is it not true the affairs of this bank 
were examined by one of Controller Eekels' 
bank examiners from Ohio just a few days be- 
fore the bank suspended? Mr. Retford said 
it was not his place to answer questions con- 
cerning the bank now. Mr. Young, the Ex- 
aminer, was found and was asked the same 
quéstion.

His report is of a private character.“ 

One of the first afterclaps of the suspension 
occurred this morning,when Frank A. Coffin’s 
cabinet works went into the hands of a re- 
ceiver.

J udge Brown 
heard the petition. In it the plaintiff said the 
defendant was indebted to him in the gum of 
$1,376. Plaintiff charges that the defendant

It will be remembered 
that the cabinet company owas the 
stiffest one of the concerns, and in order 
that it might not overluad any deals it had 
nine branches, each of which took out a block 
of $30,000 from the Haughey bank. 

Receiver Hawkins said he had found $30,- 
000 cash in the bank, and that there was 
$70,000 due the concern from other banks. 

Tonight, acting on instructions from Con- 
troller Eckels, Bank Examiner Young, Re- 
ceiver Hawkins, and United States District 
Attorney Burke were in consultation. , These 
men report that the law touching this case is 
not perfeetly explicit. The law provides that 
a national bank shall not lend to any one 
patron an amountin excess of 10 per cent 
of its capital stock. This feature of the law 
has been dodged by the use of men of straw. 
They say that, while the spirit of the law has 
been flagrantiy violated, the bank officials 
may not be technically guilty. But it is sug- 
gested there are other ways in which the 
guilty parties can be brought to justice. 
For example, a special bank examiner 
was in Indianapolis on July 17 and 
made an examination of the affairs of the 
Indianapolis National Bank. It is a fect that 
the showing which his report made to the Con- 
troller was not such as to lead to the closing 
of the institution. If it should be shown that

purchase of 4,500,000 ounces of silver has 
not resulted in the increase of price which 
those interested in the production of the metal 
had expected, but was followed by the lowest 


price ever known for silver. Treasury notes 


huve been issued for more than $147,000,- 
000 for silver bought, and, while all but a 


small quantity of this bullion remains un- 
coined and without usefulness in the Treasury, 
many of the notes given in its purchase have 
been paid in gold. The policy necessarily 
adopted of paying these notes in gold, to pre- 
serve the parity in accordance with the de- 
clared established policy of the United States, 


has caused the 100 millions of gold reserve |. 


to be encroached upon for the first time since 
its creation. and much of what was taken was 
sent out of the country. The excess of gold 
exports over the imports for the last fiscal 
year was more than $87,500,000. In the last 
three years the gold coin and bullion in our 
Treasury has decreased more than 132 mill- 
ions, while the silver coin and bullion in the 
Treasury increased more than 147 millions. 
Unless government bonds are constantly to 
be issued and sold to replenish our exhausted 
gold the operation of the silver purchase law 
tends to the payment of all government obli- 
gations in depreciated silver. 

The President says the knowledge among 
our own people that our government cannot 
make its fiat equivalent to intrinsic value. 
nor keep inferior money ona par with supe- 
rior money by ite own independent efforts, 
has resulted in such a lack of confidence at 
home in the stability of currency values that 
capital refuses its aid to new enterprises, 
while millions are withdrawn from the chan- 
nels of trade and commerce to become idle 
and unproductive in the hands of the timid 
owners, and foreign investors are equally 
fearful. It does not meet the situation to say 
there is no reason for lack of eonfidence. in 
the purposes or power of the government in 
the premises...The existence of such appre- 
hension and lack of confidence cannot be de- 
nied and ought not for a moment to be disre- 


The people of the United States are enti- 
tled to a sound and stable currency and to 
money recognized as such on every exchange 
and in evéry market of the world. Their 
government has no right to injure them by 
financial experiments opposed to the policy 


and practice of other civilized States, nor to. 


jeopardize the soundness of the Nation's’ 
money by unreasonable reliance on our na- 
tional strength and ability. This matter rises 
above the plane of party. politics, and it 
should net be forgotten that in times like 
these the speculator and capitalist may reap a 
harvest of profits in the fluctuation of values, 
but, the wage-worker, the first to be injured by 
a depreciated eurrency and the last to receive 
thé benetit of its correction, is practicaliy de- 
fenseleas. He relies for work upon the vent- 
ures of confident and contented capital. This 
failing him, his condition is without allevia- 
tion, for he can neither prey on the misfort- 
unes of others nor hoard his labor. Every 
day’s delay in removing one of the plain and 
principal causes of the present state of things 
enlarges the mischief already done and. in- 


‘| creases the responsibliity of the government 


for its existence. 

Hence the President earnestly recommends 
the prompt repeal of the purchasing clause of 
the Sherman act, and that other legislative 
action may put beyond all doubt or mistake 
the intention and ability of government to 
fulfill its pecuniary obligations in money uni- 
versally récognized by all civilized countries. 
It would have been well for him to be a little 
more «specific and date what other action is, 
in his opinion, necessary to restore confidence. 
President Cleveland should have told Con- 
gress distinctly that the most direct means 
for effecting such restoration would be to au- 
thorize the government to issue gold bonds to 
an amount sufficient to raise the reserve to 25 
or 30 per cent of the 5827, 000, 000 of currency 
obligations now outstanding. This would be 
a guarantee of intention anda provision for 
ability to redeem, while cutting out the am- 
biguity of coin redemption, under which 
it would bein the power of some future ad- 
ministration to redeem the obligations of 
the government in depreciated silver. In ad- 
dition to this he should have recommended 
that the national banks be permitted to issue 
notes up to the face value of these and other 
United States bonds, thus meeting the objec- 
tion that to cease silver purchases would be to 
make the circulation stationary in volume 
while the population of the country is increas- . 
ing. But the message is to be commended as 
a calm and candid statement of the situation, 

‘and as recognizing the fact that the matter 
‘rises above the plane of party polities,“ 
while it admits that other legislation will be 
necessary in addition to that specifically rec- 
ommended by the writer. 


MERELY A LACK OF TRAINING. 

The meetings of the Board of Lady Man- 
agers have been made unpleasantly interest- 
ing of late by frank but unparliamentary re- 
marks and by displays of hard feeling, which 
have taken the form sometimes of harsh 
words and sometimes of tears. There has 
been much disregard of those rules of order 
which many years of experience have shown 
are needed for the proper transaction of busi- 
ness. 4 

It is not astonishing, however, that the ses- 
sions of this Board of Lady Managers or any 
other board that might have been chosen 
should be marked by some unpleasant in- 
cidents. It would be cause for amazement if 
none happened, not because women are con- 
stitutionally unfitted for what may de called 
parliamentary government, but chiefly be 
cause they have had so little training. It is 
safe to say that if an equal number of men 
equally untrained had been holding meetings 
here their proceedings would have been rather 
more extraordinary than those of the lady 
managers. There would not have been weep- 
ing, but there would have been swearing. 
They would not have called one another 
“mean things,” but the words “ fool,“ 
“scoundrel,” and knave” would ha ve been

female gatherings. The madder 4 man gets 
the more and the louder he talks. His wrath 
never stifles his voice, With women itis 
otherwise.

But with time and 
practice women may come to have full com- 
mand of their vocal cords even when their 
souls rage with tempest of wrath, In that 
case they may be ableto teach men some- 
thing about the art of invective. 


18 SOPHOCLES’ HEAD AT THE FAIR! 

The néws comes from Buffalo, a suspicious 
source, that the skull of the great tragedian 
Sophocles is at the World’s Fair in the An- 
thropological Building. If thie be true, then 
of all the human relics there, mostly frag- 
ments of inconspicuous ancient persons, this 
bit of Greek flotsam is the most precious. 
It should attract a great crowd, this bony re- 
ceptacle which at one time held so much pas- 
sion and poetry, but is it the skull of Sopho- 
cles is the one question which will trouble all 
visitors. 

The evidence of its authenticity is circum- 
stantial toa degree. Theskull is said to have 
been received by Dr. Herman Muenter of Buf- 


“talo from his brother, Prof. Ludwig Muenter, 


an archeologist. The authenticity of the find 
is based upon an old anonymous classic in 
which it is set forth that Sophocles was buried 
in his family grave, eleven stadii from the 
fortifications of Dekeleia and south of a cer- 
tain road. Other archzologists had measured 
the distance up and down hill and found noth- 
ing, but Prof. Muenter measured ag the crow 
flies. He then commenced digging and found 
two marble sarcophagi and one of sandstone, 
and upon opening them discovered the skull 
of an old man. As certain roads are easy to be 
found in that quarter and as marble sarcoph- 
agi containing old men’s skulls are numer- 
ous there, this does not seem remarkable evi- 
dence. Nor isitatall remarkable that this 
was a family grave, for all graves in Greece 
were of that kind. Still less is it of any sig- 
nificance that the sarcophagus was made of 
marble from Hymettus or that a wall near by 


was of the sameformation as the wall from. 


Athens to the Piraeus. This would be a mat- 
ter of course. It is also stated: 


The old work also speaks of u certain curved 
walking-stick, and such a one was found in the 
grave; there was no name to be found, but old 
people still remember that fifty years ago,, before 
the Turks harried the country, on top of the wall 
was a square marble foundation on which was an 
old Greek inscription, and the same old work 
speaks of this and says on top of this marble was 
a copper swallow, which the old residents also 


remember seeing. 

The square marble foundation on the wall 
as evidenee is not admissible, for it may have 
had reference to some other locality or event, 
and with it must go the copper swallow also. 
There is only left the curved walking- 
stick; but some other old man may have had 
a curved walking-stick, which he took along 
Sum- 
ming up the evidence, therefore, it does not 
appear to favor the authenticity of the skull, 
while against it must be cited the facts that in 
Sophocles’ time all prominent Greeks were 
cremated and only slaves were buried, and 
that the Greek Government claims all arch- 
swological finds and is strongly averse to hav- 
ing them leave the country. Still more sig- 
nificant is it that the first intelligence of this 
discovery comes from the Buffalo EDæpress, a 
paper which has belittled and cried down the 
Fair from the first. It would bea feather in 
its cap could it palm off upon Prof, Putnam 
the skull of some old Buffalonian for that of 
Sophocles. The professor’stirchzological en- 
thusiasm must not run away with him in this 
case, fox from all appearances the skull of 
Sophocles is just about as genuine as the 
mummies of all the Pharaohs which may be 
seen in the temple of Luxor on the Midway 
Plaisance. We fear the Buffalonians bear- 
ing gifts. 

A MALIGNANT ENEMY OF THE FAIR. 

In the face of facts now familiar to every- 
body the Buffalo Tpress tries to justify its 
wholesale misrepresentations as to the cost of 
travel from the center of Chicago to Jackson 
Park by saying: 

It is 5 cents by cable-car to Congress street and 
5 cents more by elevated railroad to the park, 25 
cents round-trip by boat, 5 cents by Cottage 
Grove avenue car to Fifty-ninth street, and 10 
cents more by Intramural railroad to the Fair 
proper, etc. 

In spite of this bill of particulars these are 
substantially the same old prevarications and 


misstatements of which the Express has. 


been guilty from the first. Congress street is 
in the center of the city or so nearly in the 
center that anybody who is “ down-town,” ex- 
cept a cripple, can reach it without the neces- 
sity of paying 5 cents by cable to Congress 
street.“ The elevated railway runs almost 
into the very center of the Park. Total fare, 
5 cents. Cottage Greve avenue cars run to 
Fifty-ninth street and inside the grounds 
Fifty-ninth street is a part of the Pair 
proper.” There ie no necessity for taking 
the Intramural.” Total fare,5 cents. Thou- 
sands go by these routes every day and pay 
no more than that. 

One of the original falschoods of the Te- 
press was that the Illinois Centra] trains did 
not run within two blocks of the park. It has 
learned now that these trains run to the Ter- 
minal Station inside the grounds and near the 
Administration Building, but has not the man- 
liness or decency to retract. The fare on the 
Illinois Central trains is 10 cents, but the 
time consumed in the journey is only fifteen 
minutes, For those who choose to go by boat 
12% cents is not an exorbitant charge, and 
those for whom none of these ways of reach- 
ing the Fair is good enough can go ina luxu- 
rious coach and pay $1 or $2. The Express 
has singled out for its causeless attack on the 
Exposition one of the most excellent and 
thoroughly satisfactory features connected 
with it—the facilities for transportation to 
and from the grounds. : 

In trying to justify its charges of “incom- 
pleteness the Express instances the case of 
the Anthropological Building, one of the

STEER GOLEAR OF THE WALKING DELE- 
GATES. 
A city paper urges the Trustees to 


of the labor market. It says the trustees 
should make the ¢ontractors set to work every 
man they can when labor is abundant, wages 
are low, and there is much money in the 
treasury to meet all immediate demands. 
This suggesttom should be followed. Not so, 
however, the one that the trustees should take 
charge themselves of the work on those sec- 
tions where the contractors have failed to live 
up to their agreéments and their contracts 
have oeen declared forfeited. 

If the board were to buy dredges and other 
machinery, hire men, and go into the excavat- 
ing business more time would be consumed 
and more money spent than if the job were 
intrusted to competent contractors. The 
management of the work would pass in- 
evitably out of the hands of the trustees into 
those of the walking délegates. They would 
insist first on the rigid enforcement of the 
eight-hour law, which the board as an em- 
ployer jrould have to obey, but which con- 
tractors are not required to. Then the walk- 
ing delegates would insist that no advantage 
be taken by the board of the condition of the 
labor market, but that what they would call 
fair wages, that is those paid a year ago of 
higher ones, should be paid now. They would 
demand also, as the board had an abundance 
of money on hand, that it should employ 
more men than there really was work for. 

The walking delegates would have some of 
their own number put in as foremen with big 
wages, of course, and those foremen would 
spend their time in looking after their own in- 
terests and those of the men rather than after 
channel digging. From time to time there 
would be demands for more men and more 
privileges, and the trustees would grant them, 
for they would be threatened with political 
death by the walking delegates if they did not. 
And with the latter in charge of some of the 
sections the workmen on other sections, em- 
ployed by private contractors, would be de- 
moralized, Seeing men to the right and the 
left of them getting higher pay, having shorter 
hours, and working as much or as little as 
they pleased, the contractors’ men would be 
in a state of perpetual mutiny and strike. 

By all means order the contractors to put 
on steam and go ahead, hiring ali the men 
they can utilize. It is for their own interest 
todo so. But the board should refrain re- 
ligiously from going into the digging business 
itself. 


SILVER MONOMETALLIC NONSENSE. 

The President of an association which is 
arguing in favor of silver monometallism 

while professing to want bimetallism has 
written a letter to the President of the New 
York Board of Trade and Transportation. In 
it he says by reason of the unjust tax which 
they have forced the South and West to pay 
the people of the East purchase our prod- 
ucts at 450 millions of dollars less than they 
are worth and permit foreign countries un- 
justly to gain a like ad vantage of double that 
amount,“ atid be threatens that unless this be 
rémedied the West and South will take 
measures to protect themselves, one of which 
measures will be the building up of money, 
railroad, commercial,and manufacturing cen- 
ters at other points than those on the Atlantic 
coast. 

This is arrant nonsense, The writer seems 
to be ignorant of the important facts that the 
people of the sections named buy and sell in 
the best markets open to them, will continue 
to do so in spite of Populist resolves to the 
contrary, and that this holds true of 
mining products as well as for the goods 
which miners want to consume. Presumably 
he wants to get better prices for silver than 
are now obtainable, but does not see that the 
present quotations are due to the willingness 
of producers to gell at the figures complained 
of, that they are competing with each other to 
sell at the low prices, and that if the coinage 
of silver were made free, as he demands, 
there woyld still be competition between the 
holders of silver in this and other coun- 
tries. If the coin containing 871% 
grains of pure silver were made the 
standard of currency value the miner would 
get a dollar for that quantity of silver (after 
paying for the cost of coining, if that were 
made a condition), but his dollar would go 
on the market in competition with other sil- 
ver coin and bullion in much thesame manner 
that the whéat raised by the Western farmer has 
to compete with the wheat grown in England, 
India, Australia, and Russia. He might get a 
greater number of “dollars,” but they would 
be reduced correspondingly in purchasing 
power, and he would be no better off for the 
change. The people of Mexico are not a whit 
richer, not able to buy any more goods with 
their silver than they would if they puta gold 
dollar's worth of silver into the dollar. Nor 
would the proposed change be any more to 
the ad vantage ot the Western miner than if 
wé should agrees to call half dollars whole 
ones. 

The products of Western mines are and 
must be subject to the same rule that governs 
prices in wheat, corn, and cotton. In one 
sense of the term they are worth what it costs 


to produce them, but in another sense of the 


term they are worth the price that can be 
agreed upon between the buyer and seller. 
That is the commercial value. If this be less 
than the cost of production the producing 
process must be slackened till consumption 
catches up with the demand, in which case 
the buyer will be willing to pay more, or the 
article must be produced more cheaply so as 
to encourage an increased consumption. 
There is no escape from this. The growers of 
wheat and corn,and the manufacturers of 
other things which the thiner wants to con- 
sume, cannot evade the law and its opera tion, 
nor can the silver miners. Even government 
interference to purchase the product only de- 
fers for a short time the evil day. 

Under the plan proposed by the late Secre- 
tary Windom the silver miners would obtain 
a market for all their product and at all it is 
commercially worth. They could not get more 
than that if the free coinage demand were 
granted, because their free coinage dollars 
would only buy goods to the commercial value 
of the metal, the same rule obtaining as in 
the case of gold. They would lose nothing 
and gain all they have a right to demand by 
the adoption of the Windom plan for dealing 
with silver, But to grant what they ask

There 
would be a shrinkage of at least six hundred 
millions on the money which did not consist 
of gold coin, and that coin would leave the 
country. Mr. Cannon should not be troubled

Coneressman Frrutan (Dem.) of this State

The Government Fears the Growth of the 
Revolution Under Wanderkolk.

Rio Jawezrno, Brazil, Aug. 8.—[Copyright, 
1893, by James Gordon Bennett. —Notwith- 
standing the rigid censorship of all messages 
and the absolute prohibition of communiea- 
tion by the government I am enabled to send 
you the situation in the capital. The govern- 
ment was surprised and alarmed at the extent 
of the revolution in Rio Grande do Sul, owing 
to the popularity of Rear Admiral Wander- 
kolk in naval circles. President Peixold and 
his Cabinet added that there wasa widespread 
conspiracy against his administration. The 
loyalty of the navy was suspected, and the 
first step taken by the government was to pro- 
hibit all the telegraphic communication to the 


south. 

Immediately after an order was issued pro- 
hibiting the transmission of cipher messages 
of any nature over the telegraph wires of 
Brazil. The object of this was to prevent any 
collusion between the revolutionary leaders in

As far as can be learned the general senti- 
ment of the country favors the revolutionary 
movement.

BRITANNIA FINISHES IN FRONT. 


The Prince of Wales’ Yacht Takes the Earl 
of Desart's Cup. 

Lonpon, Aug. 8.—The week's racing for the 
Royal Victoria Yacht club opened today off Ryde, 
Isle of Wight, where the club-house is situatéd. 

The yachts entered for the cup, vatued at £60, 
given by the Earl of Desart, Vice-Commodore of 
the club, were the Satanita, Britannia, Navahoe, 
and Calluna. The course over which the race 
was sailed was fifty miles long. The wind was 
blowing a moderate breeze from the east-south- 
east. The start was made as follows: Satanita, 
10 hours 7 seconds; Britannia, 10 hours 45 sec- 
onds ; Navahoe, 10 hours 50 seconds; Calluna, 10 
hours 1 minute and 9 seeon

Bidders on the new power plant at Joliet 
penitentiary had, up to last night, received no 
reply from Gov.

An agreement was entered into yesterday 
by which the Warren Springer building at 
Canal and Van Buren streets is to be torn 
down and the Blue Island cable line per- 
mitted to lay its tracks traversing the site. 
This is the result of an understanding reached 
in the court yesterday when the case came up 
before Judge McConnell on motion of the 
West Chicago Street railroad company to dis- 
solve the injunction preventing the destruc- 
tion of the building.

RATE WAR IMMINENT. 


WESTERN ROADS BEOOMING EN- 
TANGLED IN THEIR OWN TOILS. 


No More Reductions in World's Fair Ter- 
ritory Likely to Be Made Unless There 
Is a General Collapse=This Seems Prob- 
able with the Opening of the Grand 
Army Season=Meanwhile the Eastern 
Lines Are Preparing for a One Fare 
Basis- General News of the Railways. 
While it is quite certain that the managers 
of the Central Traffic Association lines at 
the meeting in this city next Thursday will 
agree upon a rate of one fare for the round 
trip to World’s Fair visitors, good on ordina- 
ry trains and limited to thirty days, nothing 
is being done by the Western roads to bring 
about a further reduction in World's Fair 
rates. The reduced rate (one fare for the 


round trip plus $2) which went into effect 


last Tuesday has greatly stimulated the busi- 
ness of some of the roads. The Northwestern, 
Burlington, and Rock Island all report a 
largely increased business since the reduction 
in rates was made. Most of the business 
comes from distant points, as from long dis- 
tances the reduction cuts. quite a figure, 
but from nearby points the rates are 
not as much affected by the reduction and in 
consequence the traffic from within a radius 
„f 300 or 400 miles of Chicago continues 
quite light. Hada rate of one fare for the 
round trip been fixed without the addition of 
$2 the reduction would have applied equally 
to all points, and the public would have been 
better satisfied. But as it is, territory within 
a radius of 300 or 400 miles of Chicago gets 
but little benefit of the reduction, and rates 
remain nearly as high as before Aug. 1. Low 
rates are especially necessary from points 
within a radius of 400 miles ef Chicago, as 
from this territory the bulk of the World's 
Fair business has to come. dong as the 
railroads refuse to make at least a rate of one 
fare for the round trip from that territory the 
attendance at the World’s Fair will increase 
but slightly. The Western railroad offi- 
cials contend that the small attendance 
at the World’s Fair is due to the present finan- 
cial depression and not to the high railroad 
rates, and they claim that a reduction in rates 
will not bring any more people here than are 
coming now. The fallacy of this contention 
is shown, however, by the increased business 
the roads have been doing since Aug. 1, when 
the present rates went into effect. During the 
first three months of the Fair the financial 
condition was much better than it is now, but 
the masses remained away because rates were 
too high. Hud a reasonabie reduction in rates 
been made during the first three months of 
the Fair it is quite certain that the attendance 
at the Fair during those months would have 
been twice as large as it was, 

If lower rates are to prevail from the West 
hereafter it must come from personal dis- 
agreements between the roads. The indica- 
tions of a serious rupture in the near future 
are quite flattering, and it is expected that 
rates will collapse as. soon as the sale of 
tickets for the encampment of the Grand 
Army at Indianapolis begins. Rumors are 
current that several of the roads are now 
making contracts at much less than the 
agreed rates and when the other roads find 
they are being left out in the cold they will 
cut the rates down to low figures both to In- 
dianapolis and Chicago.

IT WILL NOT BE DISBANDED. 


No Desire to Break Up the Central Traffic 
Association. . 


About once a month currency is given toa 
rumor that the Central Traffic Association 
is about to collapse. A short time ago the 
dissolution of the association was predicted 
on the alleged ground that the Big Four had 
given notice of withdrawal. Shortly after- 
wards the report was published that the Penn- 
sylvania lines west of Pittsburg had decided 
to withdraw from the association and the 
solemn announcement was made by the paper 
giving currency to the report that now the 
destruction of the association would be cer- 
tain. Later on the statement was made that 
supreme effort was being made to induce Mr. 
Ingalls of the Big Four to reconsider his in- 
tentions and remain in the association but 
that Mr. Ingalls could not be prevailed upon 
to change his position. 

**There is not one word of truth in these re- 
ports.“ said Commissioner Blanchard a day 
or two ago. The Central Traitic Associa- 
tion is now as strong as it ever was and there 
is no one connected with it who desires its 
collapse. Neither Mr. Ingalls of the Big 
Four nor the Pennsylvania lines have given 
or intend to give any notice of withdrawal.“ 

General Agent D. S. Gray of the Pennsyl- 
vania says his company has not now and 
never had any intention of withdrawing from 
the association. The statements which have 
been published about the association, he said, 
are grossly erroneous. There is no danger of 
the Central Traffic Association disbanding. 
Anybody who is informed on railroad affairs 
knows that such action would be disastrous to 
the interests of every line in the association. 
The conditions now existing in railroad mat- 
ters are peculiar and no road would be guiity 
of deliberately committing suicide in times 
like these. The Central Traffic Association is 
too important an organization and too neces- 
sary to the railways to be disbanded or de- 
stroyed at any time, much less at a time like 
the present.

ASTRONOMERS ARE NOT ASTONISHED. 


Sun Not an Unusual Event,

“N early three centuries ago Kepler stated 
his opinion that there are as Many comets 
in the heavens as fis the ocean, 
and the revelations of the 
telescope in this age indicate that his bold 
uess was not far wrong. The ordinary comet 
s not distinguishable, even in the telescope, 
unless when in that hemisphere which is visi- 
ble from the side of the earth which is turned 
away from the sun, and then is several de- 
grees above the horizon in addition to being 
within a few million miles away from us. As 
there are many comets which only approach 
us near enough to be seen for ashort time 
when near perihelion, and then sweep out dur- 
ing hundreds of years ina vast orbit for be- 
ond our ken, so it may many, per- 
— hundreds, of the smaller sort move 
around the sun in such relatively small orbits 
that they never get out of the blaze of the sun- 
light as referred to observers on the earth. 
Of course the only times when such entities 
could be perceived from our planet would be 
when the sun is totally eclipsed or when the 
object was caught on a solar photograph. 
And it is far from improbable that the major- 
ity of such comets of very short period are 
too much attenuated to have body enough to 
indicate their existence in competition with 
the sunlight. That is, many of these objects 
may exist without ever being seen at all by 
us under apy circumstances. 


MISFORTUNE FOLLOWS IN ITS WAKE.

It was not 
until after the war that she had it mounted in 
a brooch. The first night she wore it she met 
a gentlemen, whom she shortly after wedded. 
The honeymoon was hardly over, when her 
husband, who had taken up his residence in 
Denver, was arrested for bigamy. This was 
the cause of her downfall, From her dt 
went to a patient in a hospital, 
and he gave it to me and then I lost money.

DYNAMITE SAFE OPENING ATLA GRANGE 


Robbers Make a Futile Attempt to Loot 
the Postofiice, 

There were safe-blowers in the Village of 
La Grange Monday night and they were bent 
upon rifling the contents of the postoffice safe.

A 
fuse was then attached and lighted, and after 
wrapping blankets and carpets about the 
safe to deaden the report the men retired. 
When the explosion of the dynamite took 

lace the shock fairly shook the ground. Mr.

RUINOUS EXPLOSION AT MARSEILLES, 


It Causes a Fire That Destroys Nine Stores, 
r the Loss Being $50,000. 

Orrawa, III., Aug. 8.—[Special.]—Fire at 
Marseilles, a small town eight miles east of 
here, this morning destroyed $50,000 worth 
of property. The fire originated in a bakery 
owned by Henry Budsell, resulting from the 
explosion of a gasoline stove. The gasoline 
had evidently been leaking for several hours, 
for as soon as Budsell lighted a match in the 
room the explosion followed and he 
was blown through a door, but 
escaped with slight injuries. Had the 
local fire department been able to get 
water when called the fire might have 
been subdued -easily. The town had a sys- 
tem of water-works fed from the Marseilles 
Land and Water Power company’s mill-race, 
but unfortunately. the water was out of the 
race. The fire departments were summoned 
from Seneca and Ottawa, and the latter did 
some effective work. Nine business houses 
were ‘destroyed—namely: J. H. Allen, C. R. 
Crawford, William J. Bennett, Henry Budsell, 
John Lord, W. J. Wedmey, C. N. Benson, 
Forrest Daley, and C. Huereman. Property 
in the law offices of P. M. McArthur, O. 
B. Grant, J. L. Foley, and D. A. Nicholson, 
and also the property of the Odd-Fellows 
and Knights of Pythias lodges, were de- 
stroyed. The total insurance carried by suf- 
ferers from the fire is $34,000, and not one 
of the number escapes without considerable 
loss. The companies involved are the Hart- 
ford, Home, Niagara, Phoenix, Fire Associa- 
tion, German, and Etna. The Marseilles Land 
and Water Power company is wholly respon- 
sible for the fire, and proceedings may be 
commenced against it by those sustaining 
losses. Some of the property was owned by 
people living in Chicago.

BRAY AND TWO FARES, 


HE WILL FIGHT THE OHIOAGO STREET 
RAILWAY OOMPANY. 


For His Spirited Objections to Paying a 
Second Nickel at Thirty-ninth Street, 
Where He Was Transferred, He Ap- 
peats in Court as Defendant, and His 
Case Is Continued=He Says He Will 
Now Turn the Tables and Be Prose- 
cutor—Supt. Bowen Talks of the Affair. 


J. L. Bray, manager of Chapin & Gore’s 
Twenty -second street establishment, is making 
preparations for a fight with the Chicago City 
Railway company. Mr. Bray is the man who, 
with his sister-in-law, Miss Carr, and his 6- 
year-old daughter, was put off a night car on 
Cottage Grove avenue because he declined to 
pay fare. There were sixty passengers on the 
car at the time and all except twenty of them, 
including Mr. Bray and his party, paid the extra 
fare under protest. Mr. Bray and those who 
stood by him positively declined to pay the extra 
nickels demanded. The result was a free-for- 
all fight, in which several policemen took an 
active part. Mr. Bray was finally arrested 
and was brought before Justice Foster yester- 
day morning when he obtained a continuance. 

Mr. Bray was somewhat used up in the 
quarrel between himself and the conductor 
and he says the policemen who took him from 
the car and locked him up acted as though he 
was a bad man and used their clubs freely on 
his person. He denies the statement. that his 
sister-in-law and the little girl were maltreat- 
ed by the officers, and evidently wishes to 
overlook the police end of the affair while 
turning his attention to the street car people. 

Mr. Bray and his party were transferred 
from a north bound cable car at Thirty-ninth 
street to a horse car, the cable cars having 
stopped north of that point. He declares 
that the conductor of the cable var carefully 
transferred him to the horse car and this ac- 
tion meant a continuance of the trip without 
the extra fare. However, he soon was con- 
fronted with a demand for an extra fare, and 
as he had only seven cents in change with him 
he expestulated. and claimed the conductor 
had no right to collect the fare, as it had been 
paid on the cable train. 


Conductor Threatens Expulsion, 


The row over the yment of the extra 
fares commenced at irty-fifth street when 
the conductor was on t front platform. 
Here many persons refused to pay the fare 
demanded and the car was stopped, the con- 
ductor threatening to put the — off unless 
they paid their fare. The conductor, how- 
ever, ge oe his mind and passed on yang 
the car, ta ing up the nickels given by t 

gers who were willing to pay. hen 
ecame to Mr. Bray that man declined to 
pay the extra fare and was threatened with 
expulsion from the car. The conductor was 
afraid to put the passengers off and started 
the car for the Cottage Grove Avenue Police 
Station. At Twenty-seventh street three 
Hyde Park policemen off duty, with their stars 
hidden, boarded the car. The conductor 
inted out two colored men, whom 

e wanted put off the car. The passengers 
protested and the conductor rushed into the 
car and dashed at Bray, hitting him. Bray 
hit back and then the police entered and 
grabbed him. While they were hustling him 
from the car the policemen and the conductor 
were struck repeatedly with canes in the hands 
of the other passengers, who were vigorously 
protesting against the treatment Bray was 
receiving. A passenger who had a revolver 
clicked it three times, but it failed to 
go off. This was the signal for a ozo

one of them went so far as to tear his precinct 
number from his helmet. Then, instead of 
walking Bray to the station, only two blocks 
away, a wagon was called and the man given 
this additional humiliation. 

Says It Is Legal. 

„We charge two fares on the night cars 
simply because we can do so legally,“ said 
Supt. Bowen yesterday. “We collect 
two fares because one will not pay forthe 
time of the men and horses and the general 
expenses. We could legally collect two fares 
in the daytime if we chose to do so, as there 
are two trips in the e from up-town to 
any point south of Thirty-ninth street. We, 
however, do not press this point and always 
in the daytime or as long as the cable cars are 
running we give transfers. On the night 
cars, however, when a passenger transfers 
from either side of Thirty-ninth street we 
make him pay an extra fare or walk. Our 
transfer system is the most liberal 
in the world and there are three 
or four combinations on our lines where 
in a person can ride thirteen miles for 
a nickel, as we give transfers for transfers. 
Then there is one plan capable of beigg 
worked whereby a person may start from up- 
town, make the entire tour of our lines, and 
come back to the starting point, and all fora 
solitary nickel. The reason we charge on the 
night cars is because we want to try and make 
the cars self-supporting. As it is now they are 
not, and the World's Fair does not help us in 
the least. Wedo not run as many cars south 
from Thirty-ninth street at night as we run 
from Madison street to Thirty-ninth. 

„As for the Bray case, I know little beyond 
what I have seen in the newspapers. The con- 
ductor has made his report, as is usual in such 
cases, but it has not yet come to my notice. 
We have hundreds of similar cases in the 
course of a year, and therefore do not pay any 
particular attention to them, unless there is 
something unusual about them. So far as I 
have heard, the report is not out of the ordi- 
nary. I hear, however, that Mr. Bray will 
take his case into court and in this event I pre- 
sume it will come to niy notice in due time.“

Until people understand that 
and appreciate its consequences they are 
groping in the dark about the silver question. 
Turnen has never said that the legal 
tender silver dollar was as yet good for less 
than the gold dollar. It has not said that it 
would not go as far at present or would not buy 


as much. But it has explained again and again 


why it does buy as much. The reason is that 
although its intrinsic, or commercial, bullion 
value has shrunk so much the government is 
pledged to make good that loss in intrinsic value 
by redeeming silver dollars with gold ones on de- 
mand. The government says tou man: We 
all know the 371 grains of silver in this dollar

premise of gold redemption is all that keeps up 
the purchasing power of the silver dollar. Tako

man were to take to a broker in this city a Mexi 
can dollar, which is worth intrinsically a cent 
anda half more than an American one. The bro 
ker would give him only about 56 or 57 cents for 
it If Mexico were to agree to redeem her silver 
dollars in gold the broker would give 100 cents 
for it.

It is necessary to say over and over again that 
the 371 grains of silver in a dollar are not worth 
intrinsically 23% of gold The basis of all the 
arguments of the silver cranks is that sixteen 
ounces of silver are just as valuable as one ounce 
of gold because the government says so.

Redemption in both 
metals on the basis of their commercial ratios is 
safe enough, but to have one kind of currency re- 
deemable in gold 100-cent dollars and another 
finally redeemable only in 56-cent silver dollars 
would drive the better money out of circulation 
immediately and leave the poorer in possession 
of the field.

THE BUSINESS OF GAMBLING. a 


The Gambler of No Value to the Publice 
No Sympathy for “ Busted” Bettors. 

New York Commercial Advertiser: The Cudahy 
failure in Chicago was remarkable for two things 
—one, that it had so little effect on the general 
market, and the other that Cudahy himself has 
drawn so little of the sympathy of the world in 
what, at first blush, one is disposed to call bis 
misfortune. The reason for both these facts is 
the same—namely : that the business in which the 
man met with these reverses is gambling, and 
nothing short of it. It has nothing to do with 
supplying human needs in any respect whatever. 
There is not a hint of the producer about any 
such occupation, The man who conducts it 

verforms no labor of any description. 

e makes not even a blade of grass grow 
where none grew before. He does not modify or 
adapt any natural production to the uses of man. 
He does not fill even the humble place of the 
much-abused middleman—that bridge between 
producer and consumer. He simply bets that the 
price of a given article of commerce will be thus 
and so at a specified time, and then, with or 
without confederates in the game, as may or may 
not be necessary in his judgment, he sets his wits 
to work to promote conditions tending toward 
that upon the existence of which he has laid his 
bot. ot a dollar that he ever makes ts in the 
nature ofa legitimate profit on his outlay of 
labor, mental or physical, but every penny he 
12 ins must be absolutely lost by somebody else. 

nd this is gambling, pure and simple. 

It is no wonder a loser at this game meets with 
little sympathy, but it is rather more stran 
that his losses affect general conditions so little. 
Perhaps the explanation lies in the fact that what 
he loses 1 else wins, and that the world 
instinctively feels that his operations do not 
actually increase or decrease wealth in any de- 

ree. The worst aspect of it, as au element of 

usiness, is that while this gambler’ s occupation 
goes on it affects the price to the legitimate con- 
sumer of the article with whose name he gam- 
bles. And in this is found another reason for 
want of sympathy when he ‘comes to grief.“ On 
the other hand, the price of cards and chips 
is not affeeted when the bettor at faro breaks 
the bank or is himself cleaned out.’ 

A further puzzling element is that hostile legis- 
lation seems to be powerless against this form of 
gambling especially. Society ostracizes the 

ker player but honors the other. Why? It is 
impossible to say, in terms, whether the differ- 
ence is real, in the occupations themselves, or 
only in the optics of society. Only a decided 
public opinion can ever curb either, but some- 
how it must come about in the future that legiti- 
mate business, work, ministration to the wants of 
mankind in roduction or distribution of what 
man needs shall be shaken free from entangle- 
ment with the gambler, or something else an 
business will sooner or later supersede business 
us the world’s master as in the past business 
superseded war. Can it be possible that the 
sword is to be given another reign?

GARY RULES AGAINST HOYT HEIRS. 


He Holds Settlements Cannot Now Be En- 
forced Against the St. Paul, 

Judge Gary handed down a decision yester- 
day in the case of Alfred M. Hoyt and sur- 
vivors of Jesse Hoyt and Perry H. Smith 
against the Chicago, Milwaukee and St. Paul 
railroad company.. The origin of the suit 
dates back to 1880, when the railroad owning 
a plat of land adjacent to its tracks entered 
into a contract with the firm of Hay & Smith 
by which they were to pay annually a rental 
of $3,000 for the ground, to construct on it 
a grain elevator, and operate also what was 
known as the Fulton Elevator. The railroad’s 
part of the contract was that during a period 
of ten years it would store in the 
elevators 50,000,000 bushels of grain and 
compensate Hay & Smith at the rate of one 
cent a bushel. On default of such delivery 
the same rate for shortage and handling 
should be charged on the deficiency. In 1889 
suit was commenced against the railroad 
company for $30,000, or one cent on 8,000. 
000 bushels of grain, the deficiency shown 
for that year. The Superior Court gave 
judgment against the defendant company for 
that amount. The Appellate Court in revers- 
ing this decision held that the failure of com- 
pliance with the contract for any stipulated 
time within the ten years was not sufficient 
and that the declaration was therefore de- 
fective and would not hold. 

Ransom W. Dunham is the defendant in a 
suit in the Circuit Court commenced yester- 
day by Harry S. Stanton as receiver for the 
Papillon Manufacturing company, to recover
